by the other Pools, Mr, Jackson 
pointed out the reception that the 
various speakers received at Ottawa 
with particular mention of Hon. 
Motherwell in his fine presentation 
of the case for the prairie farmers 
The speaker said the general impres- 
sion felt among the Delegates was, 
they had presented the case in force 
and that the Government knew their 
position, The delegation along with 
other representation from the West 
was no doubt responsible for the gov 
ernments increase in basic price of 
wheat. Mr, Jackson was hard in his 
attack on Mr, Gardiner, Minister of 
Agriculture, and Mr, Crerar, whom 
he said were the most uncomfortable 
men at the dinner meeting. 

‘Mr, Milenka, also spoke on behalf 
of the U.F.C, reporting on the recent 
convention in Edmonton in which the 
two farmer organizations failed to 
amalgamate, This speaker urged the 
farmers ‘to get into one of these or- 
ganizations and support its cause for 
better conditions of the farmers, He 
was of the opinion that the executive 
was responsible for the failure, since 
most farmers saw the position clear. 
ly, to be united is strength. 

Mr. Ken Tory, on invitation from 
the meeting, spoke briefly in announ- 
cing a farmer’s conference to be held 
sometime in April. In a few clear 
cut remarks Mr, Tory warned the 
farmers to keep the control of their 
organizations in their own hands, 
since too many tragic cases had a- 
risen where the control had been by 
the executive officers with slowing 
effect, He stated that no single of- 
ficer or leader was bigger than the 
principles of an organization and 
that this should not be lost sight of. 
He pointed out the benefits of hav- 
ing their own delegate report on the 
recent Ottawa trip, rather than 
reading a report of such in the daily

PLEBISCITE DATE 
SET FOR APRIL 27th 


Secretary of State McLarty. an- 
nounced in Ottawa on Monday that 
the date of the plebiscite had been 
set for Monday, April 27th; Prev- 
jously it had been expected that the 
date would be set in early May; but 
the government #ettled on the earl- 
jest date possible, compatible with 
having the enumeration pe voters 
completed. 

Electors will be asked to vote 

“Yes” or “No” on the following ques 
tion: : 
“Are you in favor of releasing he 
government from any obligation a- 
rising out of any past commitments 
restricting the methods of raising 
men for military service?” 

There will be no printed voters’ 
lists as in the general elections, The 
lists as complied by the enumerators 
and certified by the returning officers 
will be used, ‘There will be just one 
enumerator in each polling’ division 
rural or urban, In the rural sub-di- 
visions the enumerators will be ap- 
pointed by the returning officer, In 
the urban sub-divisions, appointments 
will be named by the member of par- 
liament for that electoral district 
and by the defeated candidate who 
polled the most votes in the elections 
of March, 1940; the M.P., and the de- 
feated candidate will name one-half 
each, 

Provision is made for taking the 
vote of men in the army, air-force 
and navy both at home and abroad, 
Those who are interned or are “con- 
cientous objectors’’ cannot vote,

Farmers and Maximum Price 
Regulations 

All of us are now subject to regu- 
lations which would have seemed 
impossible three years ago. Un- 
doubtedly we shall be required to 
conform to many more; and who 
will complain? 

It is quite a job keeping posted on 
regulations affecting business trans- 
actions, and many farmers must be 
uncertain as to their own responsi- 
bilities when selling their own pro- 
duce or buying from others. 

Farmers should know that ‘trans- 
actions between primary jucers 
of agricultural products, involving 
their own produce, are exempt from 
price ceiling regulations of the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board. Order 
No. 102 defines these exemptions and, 
in part, reads as follows: 

“1 (a) sales, exchanges, or barters of 
hay, grain, seed, seed 
onion bulbs, farm implements 
or repair parts, machinery or 
_Tepair parts, sacks, fencing, 
“fence posts, milk cans, steck- 
lings, nursery stock, cordwood, 
fertilyers, bees, bee supplies, 
livestock, meats, poultry, poul- 
try . products, farm ~- made 
dairy products, wool, hides 
and other agricultural prod- 
ucts and supplies; 

“1 (b) custom-milling, seed cleanr 
ing’ and. other agricultural 

The above provisions, however, do 
not apply to.sales, exchanges or bar- 
ters made for purposes of resale. 
All resales.of products or articles 
are subject to maximum price 


regulations.
